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DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Wooten, the 
closest reference, does not teach replacing first contents of the global descriptor table 
register that point to a first global descriptor table with second contents that point to a 
second global descriptor table that is distinct from the first upon occurrence of an SMI in 
combination with other limitations of claim 1 . All other prior art of record do not make 
these limitations obvious.
